and a color C bicone, spacing the 
bicones and crossing back over 
previous wraps as desired. Repeat 
step 4a with a round crystal. 



6 Make a spiral as in step 1. Wrap 
the remaining wire around the

5 Continue attaching bicones and 
rounds, changing the order of 
bicones if you like, until the wired 
section covers 2y4 in.

Uptown meets

1 necklace • Cut a 16-in. 

(41 cm), 17-in. (43 cm), 
and 18-in. (46 cm) piece of 
beading wire. On the 
shortest (inner) strand, 
string 9V2 in. (24.1 cm) of 
pearls. On the middle 
strand, string IOV 2 in. 

(26.7 cm) of pearls. On the 
longest (outer) strand, string 
IIV 2 in. (28 cm) of pearls 
(see “Stringing tip,” below).

2 On one side, on each 
end of the wire, string a 
crimp bead. Over all three 
strands, string a round link. 
Go back through the crimp 
beads and tighten the wires. 
Repeat on the other side, 
checking the drape and 
adding or removing pearls if 
necessary. Crimp the crimp 
beads (see Basics, p. 58) 
and trim the excess wire. 




For the inner strand of the necklace, string mostly small to 
medium-sized pearls with a few larger pearls sprinkled 
throughout. For the middle and outer strands, string mostly 
medium to large pearls, saving any large baroque pearls for the 
outer strand. String smaller beads on the end of each strand to 
make crimping easier. 



3 Cut an 18-in. (46 cm) 
piece of suede or leather 
and fold it in half. Over both 
ends, string a round link. Go 
through the fold and tighten 
the knot. Over both ends, 
string a large-hole bead. 
Repeat on the other side. 


4 Open a chain link as you 
would a jump ring 
(Basics) and attach half of a 
toggle clasp. Close the link. 
On one side, over both cord 
ends, string the chain link. 
Loop the cord ends over the 
link, leaving a Vs-in. (1.6 cm) 
tail. Cut a 2-in. (5 cm) piece 
of 20-gauge wire. Make a 
small hook in one end of the 
wire, hook it around the 
cords below the link, and 
wrap tightly a few times. Trim 
and tuck the excess wire. 
Repeat on the other side. 


“It’s easy to get misdirected 
with all the trends out there, 
but it’s better to find your 
own niche, even if it’s adding 
your own touch to 
something that’s trendy.” 





To reduce bulk on the ends, 
you can trim one of the 
cords on each side rather 
than looping both around 
the chain link in step 4. Make 
sure to leave the end long 
enough so you can secure it 
tightly in the wire wraps. 
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To add length, attach more 
jump rings as needed. Use 
at least three jump rings to 
allow the bar end to slide 
easily through the loop of 
the clasp. 



1 bracelet • Cut a 14-in. (36 cm) 
piece of beading wire. On one end, 
string a crimp bead and the loop half 
of a clasp. Go back through the crimp 
bead and tighten the wire. Crimp the 
crimp bead (see Basics, p. 58) and 
trim the excess wire. Cut a 23-in. 

(58 cm) piece of wire. Center the clasp 
half. Over both ends, string a crimp 
bead and tighten the wire. Crimp the 
crimp bead, but do not trim the wire.

4 string a large-hole bead over 
the soldered jump ring. Open a 
6 mm jump ring (Basics) and attach 
the soldered jump ring.

5 Attach two consecutive 4 mm jump 
rings. Use a third 4 mm jump ring 
to attach the last jump ring and the 
bar half of the clasp. 



3 String one crimp bead over two of 
the wires and another crimp bead 
on the remaining wire.

Check the fit and add or remove 
beads if necessary. Go back through 
the crimp beads and tighten the wires.

6 On a decorative head pin, string 
a pearl.

Gemstones meet nature in sweet dangles 

by Erin Mcliroy 

When I saw these leaf-shaped fluorite beads, I immediately 
thought of the broad leaves of an African violet plant. I knew 
that with a few faceted amethyst rondelles, I could create the 
perfect petals for a pair of flowering earrings. 




Use inexpensive children’s 
scissors to cut Fireline. Don’t 
use your good scissors; 
the thread will dull 
the blades. 



1 earrings • Cut a 4 ft. 

(1.25 m) piece of Fireline 
thread. Thread a needle 
(see “Needle know-how,” 
below), leaving an 8-in. 

(20 cm) tail. String five color 
A 15^ seed beads.

2 With the working end, 
go through the 15''s 
just strung and tighten the 
thread to form a circle. 

Stitch through the beads 
once more.

3 String a rondelle and a 
color B 15^ seed bead. 
Go back through the 
rondelle, then stitch through 
the adjacent color A. 



4 Repeat step 3 four times 
to create a flower. Stitch 
through the first rondelle 
and color B. 




I stitched these earrings without using a beading needle. It can be tedious, and the 
thread can bend and be hard to manage. So practice patience and frequently trim the 
thread’s end to make it easier to work with. If you want to use a needle for this project, 
make sure it’s extra fine (try size 13 or 15, available at fusionbeads.com). 
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and the flower’s next color 
B. Stitch through the entire 
flower, tracing the thread 
path, until you reach the 
beads just strung. 


B strung in step 5. String 
six color Bs. 


form a loop. Stitch through 
the loop’s beads again, then 
stitch through the last three 
color As from step 5. This 
is the top of the dangle. 


until the thread is exiting 
the color B at the bottom 
of the dangle. 



9 Stitch the tail through 
the flower, tracing the 
thread path, until the tail is 
also exiting the color B in 
step 8. 



On each end, string 
a color B. Over both 
ends, string a leaf bead and 
three color Bs. 



Go back through the 
leaf and tie a couple 
of half-hitch knots (see 
below) to secure the thread. 
Go back through the leaf, 
tucking the knots inside. 
Trim the excess thread. 



Open the loop of 
an earring wire (see 
Basics, p. 58). Attach the 
top of the dangle and close 
the loop. Make a second 
earring. ^ 





If you’re using gemstone rondelles 
for the flower petals, passing a 
needle through multiple times 
could break the beads. To avoid 
this, try hand beading or use an 
extra-fine needle (see “Needle 
know-how,” p. 28) and use beads 
with holes that are cleanly and 
evenly drilled. 


“Most of my projects 
are unplanned. 

I decide which 
gemstones I want to 
use, then spread seed 
beads out before 
me, experimenting 
until 1 find the 
perfect design.” 


Pass the needle under the thread bridge between two 
beads and pull gently until a loop forms. Cross back over 
the thread between the beads, sew through the loop, and 
pull gently to draw the knot into the beadwork. For a 
video, visit beadandbutton.com/videos.

Layer on the drama 
with multiple strands 
in a stunning hue 

by Faria Siddiqui 

These beautiful rondelles 
reminded me of tanzanite, 
so I designed an elegant 
multistrand accented with 
touches of gold to allow 
the color to shine. Faceted 
glass rondelles are an 
affordable substitute for 
crystals and combine 
beautifully with flat 
spacers and textured 
metal beads. 



necklace • Strand 1 (the inner 
strand): Cut a 23-in. (58 cm) piece 
of beading wire. String 5V2 in. (14 cm) 
of glass rondelles, centering them on 
the wire. On each end of the wire, 
string a 6 mm spacer, an 8 mm metal 
bead, and a 6 mm spacer. String 
3V4 in. (8.3 cm) of rondelles, a 5 mm 
spacer, and IV4 in. (3.2 cm) of 
rondelles. 

2 Strand 2: Cut a 25-in. (64 cm) 
piece of beading wire. Center 
3 in. (7.6 cm) of rondelles on the wire. 
On each end, string a 5 mm spacer. 
String 4V2 in. (11.4 cm) of rondelles, 
a 6 mm spacer, an 8 mm metal bead, 
and a 6 mm spacer. String 2 in. (5 cm) 
of rondelles. 

3 Strand 3: Cut a 26-in. (66 cm) 
piece of beading wire. Center 
7V4 in. (18.4 cm) of rondelles on the 
wire. On each end, string two 6 mm 
spacers, an 8 mm metal bead, and 
two 6 mm spacers. String IV2 in. 

(3.8 cm) of rondelles, a 5 mm metal 
bead, and 3V2 in. (8.9 cm) of rondelles. 

4 Strand 4: Cut a 28-in. (71 cm) 
piece of beading wire. Center 
4V2 in. (11.4 cm) of rondelles on the 
wire. On each end, string two 6 mm 
spacers, an 8 mm metal bead, and 
two 6 mm spacers. String 5 in. (13 cm) 
of rondelles, a 5 mm spacer, and 
2V4 in. (5.7 cm) of rondelles. 


5 Strand 5: Cut a 30-in. (76 cm) 
piece of beading wire. Center 
93/4 in. (24.8 cm) of rondelles on the 
wire. On each end, string a 5 mm 
spacer and 2V4 in. (5.7 cm) of 
rondelles. String two 6 mm spacers, 
an 8 mm metal bead, two 6 mm 
spacers, and 3V4 in. (8.3 cm) of 
rondelles. 


6 On each 
end of each 
wire, string a 
5 mm spacer, a 
crimp bead, a 
Wire Guardian, 
and the 
corresponding 
loop of a five-strand connector bar 
(see “Finishing tip,” p. 35). Check the 
fit and add or remove beads if 
necessary. Go back through the last 
few beads strung and tighten the wire. 
Crimp the crimp bead (see Basics, 
p. 58) and trim the excess wire. Close 
a crimp cover over the crimp. 

7 Open a 9 mm jump ring (Basics) 
and attach the remaining loop of 
a connector bar. Close the jump ring. 
Attach two more jump rings and a 
hook clasp. 

8 On the other end, use a 9 mm 
jump ring to attach the connector 
bar and the loop half of a toggle clasp. 
To make an extender chain, attach 
eight consecutive pairs of 10 mm 
jump rings to the loop.

The Wire Guardians must be small 


enough to fit through the holes of the 
connector bar — I used 4.5 x 4 mms. 

If they still don’t fit, use a bead reamer 
to widen the holes in the connector bar 
Wire Guardians are optional, but they 
do protect the wire from abrasion and 
give a polished appearance.

Perfect your plain loops by wiring 
alternating keystone crystals in this 
easy bracelet. Try this technique with 
any flat two-hole bead — it’s fun to 
stretch your skills by experimenting 
with different shapes and sizes. 



1 bracelet • On an eye pin, string 
one hole of a keystone crystal. 
Make a plain loop (see Basics, p. 58). 
On a second eye pin, string the other 
hole of the crystal and make a plain 
loop. Make 18 to 20 crystal units. 



2 Open the loops (Basics) on one 
side of a crystal unit and attach a 
second crystal unit facing the opposite 
direction. Close the loops. Continue 
attaching crystal units, alternating the 
direction, until the strand is within 
V4 in. (6 mm) of the finished length 
(see “Adjust the length,” below). 



3 On one end, attach the loops to 
the corresponding loops of a slide 
clasp, bending the loops slightly if 
necessary. Close the clasp to be sure 
it’s positioned correctly and attach 
the remaining end loops to the other 
clasp half. 

Make sure to connect an even number of 
alternating crystal units. If you need only 
a bit more length, attach jump rings to 
the end loops as needed to achieve the 
desired length.

Use specialty pliers to shape 
a necklace centerpiece 


by Brenda Schweder 


Add a new tool to your wireworking arsenal! 
These pliers act as a hand-held jig, giving 
you plenty of room to maneuver and create 
different loop sizes. I’ve combined two 
great materials — wire and pearls — in a 
minimalist design. Experiment to see what 
sizes and styles you like: Go with bright 
copper and peachy pearls if you like warm 
tones, or try annealed steel wire and olive 
pearls (p. 46) for a darker, moodier look. 





1 necklace • With the pliers’ logo 
facing you, set up the pegs as 
follows: V4-in./6 mm (bumper) peg in 
the left hole above the logo. Keep the 
clear sleeve on the peg. Next, screw 
a V4-in. (6 mm) peg in the channel as 
far left as it can go, then the Vs-in. 

(2.2 cm) peg as far right as it can go. 
Screw in a V 2 -in. (1.3 cm) peg and a 
3 / 4 -in. (1.9 cm) peg, with equal space 
between them. 




2 For each frame: Cut a 12-in. 

(30 cm) piece of 16-gauge wire. 
Center the wire between the largest 
peg and the bumper peg, making sure 
to also center it vertically on the pegs. 
Squeeze the pliers to firmly grasp the 
center of the wire. Use your fingers to 
pull one end of the wire, guiding it in 
opposite directions around the pegs. 
When you reach the last peg, make a 
complete wrap around it. 


3 Using a permanent marker, mark 
the wire where it intersects with 
the previous loop.

Wrap the other end of the wire 
around the pegs in the opposite 
direction as shown. When you reach 
the V 2 -in. (1.3 cm) peg, wrap the wire 
around it and mark where it intersects 
with the smallest loop. 


5 Remove the frame from the pliers 
and trim the wires where marked. 
On a bench block, gently hammer 
both sides of the frame. Use 
chainnose or roundnose pliers or 
the pliers with pegs to reshape the 
frame if it becomes distorted from 
hammering. Make a second frame. 


6 Cut a 36-in. (.9 m) piece of waxed 
linen cord. Centering the cord 
around the largest loop of a frame, tie 
an overhand knot (see Basics, p. 58). 




7 String four pearls and knot the 
frame at the intersection of the 
next loop. String three pearls and knot 
at the next intersection. String two 
pearls, then knot, then a single pearl 
in the smallest loop. Knot around the 
end of the smallest loop. 



8 On the remaining cord, tie a knot 
to attach the second frame. 
Repeat step 7. 


9 On each end of the cord, string 
pearls until the strand is within 1 in. 
(2.5 cm) of the finished length. 
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M ^Make an S-hook clasp and 
I v/jump ring (right). On one end 
of the cord, string the clasp. Knot the 
cord and glue the knot. Attach the 
jump ring on the other end. Trim the 
excess cord.

• I prefer to hold the pliers with my non-dominant hand and wrap the wire with my dominant hand. 

• The clasp and jump ring don’t require as much wire as called for, but the excess makes it easier to pull the wire tightly 
around the pliers’ jaws.

Is a collective your next step? ♦ by Cathy Frangie-Hatch 

So you want to sell your jewelry, but maybe the idea of setting up an online store seems overwhelming. 

Why not sell closer to home? You’ve asked us about ways to sell your jewelry in a bricks-and-mortar setting. 
Here’s a viable option for selling at retail without the expense of opening your own shop. 


SET UP SHOP 

Have you ever dreamed of opening your 
own retail store? I have, but then I 
quickly remember the reality of retail 
— the long hours, the search for 
customers, the inventory, the credit card 
service, the employees. My blissful 
musings soon give way to the realization 
that it’s not practical for me. 

However, a new store concept that 
provides a retail outlet for jewelry 
makers is gaining popularity. It goes 
by various names: boutique, collective, 
emporium, eclectic shops, commons, 
or marketplace. 

It’s a brick-and-mortar retail space 
that allows artists and entrepreneurs 
to rent a small unit of space, set it up 
as they wish, and then leave all the 
day-to-day operations to the landlord. 
For a monthly rental fee plus 
commission you can find yourself in the 
retail business. The shop handles the 
store operation, personnel, transacting 
and recording sales, minor product and 
display upkeep, customer service, and 
accounting. 

FINDING THE RIGHT SPACE 

So how do you find a collective in your 
area? Start by looking in the retail and 
artsy areas of your community first. 

Walk through local art festivals and 
higher-end craft fairs and talk to the 
vendors. These folks are most likely 
aware of local collective opportunities. 
Next, pick up all the free local 


magazines and newspapers in your 
area. Read the ads. The verbiage in 
them will help you figure out if there’s a 
place that would suit your product. This 
will also help you get a feel for which 
collectives are actively advertising their 
vendors and wares, which means more 
customer traffic for you. 

Check out the websites listed in the 
ads and newspapers, and visit several 
of these collectives in person. Look at 
the vendors and make notes on the 
complexity of the merchandising and 
displays, the quality of the vendors’ 
offerings, how vendors are using their 
space, and overall customer service. 
These observations will help you 
determine if there will be enough foot 
traffic to warrant a rental contract. 


When evaluating a collective, 
consider the following: 

• Is it in a prime location? 

• Does it have good visibility? 

• Is ample parking available? 

• Is there easy access to major 
routes and highways? 

• Does it share space with other 
busy retailers? 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR 

Once in the collective, note the number 
of vendors in your category —handmade 
jewelry — and also shops that sell 
products like clothes and accessories 


that could either compete with or 
complement your jewelry sales. Ask the 
store owner or a sales clerk how many 
booths are selling jewelry and how 
popular they are. They might not be able 
to give you specifics, but you’ll get a feel 
for whether or not jewelry sells well in a 
particular collective or shopping plaza. 

Spend time in the collective 
observing the traffic patterns; which way 
do customers walk through the store? 

Do they go right or left when they enter? 
Which vendor displays catch their eyes 
and make them stop? 

CONTRACT BASICS 

Once you find a collective you like in a 
promising location with vendors and 
space that fit your jewelry style and 
price point, ask the store owner for a 
vendor contract. 

The contract should spell out the 
terms of the arrangement — how much 
space costs to rent either by square foot 
or section. For example, one store may 
ask $6 per square foot, while another 
offers a 6- by 5-foot space for a flat fee. 
As a general guideline, smaller spaces 
can rent for as little as $50 to $75 per 
month, and larger spaces for up to $300 
or $400. 

Next, look at the amount you’ll be 
required to pay for the management of 
the space and shop. This commission, 
usually 10% to 20% of your total sales, 
will be owed to the store owner or 
landlord for the services they provide. 
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According to Jo-Anne Brewin, 

owner of Innovations Artist’s 

Emporium, successful vendors: 

• merchandise their products 
attractively 

• display appropriate signage 

• mark the code and price 
clearly on each product 

• are good neighbors to other 
vendors 

• don’t monopolize sales 
associates 

• promote the collective on their 
website and social media 

• follow the collective’s rules 

• possess business savvy 


You’ll also need to consider the costs 
for credit card sales. According to 
Jo-Anne Brewin, owner of Innovations 
Artist’s Emporium (innovationsartists 
.com) in North Myrtle Beach, South 
Carolina, credit card percentages range 
from 1.5% to 2.5% per transaction, 
depending on the card company. 

There may be additional processing 
fees. The collective typically charges 
the fee back to you. 

Because the store collects all the 
money from sales, they would be 
responsible for the sales tax on the 
items sold. They inform you of your 
monthly earnings, but they make the 
required sales tax payments unless 
otherwise specified in the contract. 
Thus, you may not need a reseller’s 
permit or tax ID, but make sure your 
contract states explicitly that the owner 
will collect and pay all sales taxes. You 
will need to submit quarterly income 
statements. (Ask your accountant for 
more information on this.) 

The collective does not take any 
responsibility for loss or damage of your 
product. It’s up to you to keep track of 
your inventory. Consider insuring your 
product if it is of high value. 

NEGOTIATING FOR EXTRAS 

What if you need extras, like specific 
lighting for your space? Discuss your 


expectations with the store owner up 
front. You may be charged an additional 
amount each month for that, or it may 
be part of your rent. 

What about special placement within 
the collective? Wouldn’t it be great to 
have a spot near the cash register to 
place a display of earrings, rings, or 
bracelets? Or a sign in the front window 
advertising your brand? These issues 
need to be discussed and negotiated. 
Don’t be afraid to ask for the space 
you want outright, and wait to see what 
the store owner advises. Not all stores 
allow special placements, but it’s 
worth asking. 

DO THE MATH 

Let’s say you decide to rent a 6-by-5 
space in a collective. The space rents 
for $125 per month, plus a 10% 
commission, and you pay 1.75% on all 
credit card sales. In your first month you 
make $500 in gross sales ($300 in cash 
and $200 in credit cards). How much 
money will you take home? 

Let’s do some simple math. First, 
multiply the gross credit card sales 
($200) by the processing percentage you 
pay (1.75%), which equals $3.50. Now 
add that to your monthly rent ($125) plus 
10% commission on your gross sales 
($500 X .1 = $50). Your total fees and 
expenses are: 


$ 3.50 + $125 + $50 = $ 178.50 

Now, subtract that total 
from your gross sales: 

$ 500 -$ 178.50 = $ 321.50 

This formula gives you an idea of your 
monthly income. 

With so many vendors to keep track 
of, most owners assign each vendor a 
code that must be visible on each item’s 
sales ticket. When a sale is made, the 
code is recorded. At the end of the 
month you’ll receive a tally of all your 
sales from the owner. 

EXPLORE YOUR OPTIONS 

There are exciting opportunities to 
market your jewelry if you selectively 
choose where to locate your shop. 

Bella Moriah, a jewelry designer from 
Calabash, North Carolina, says, 
“Becoming a vendor at a boutique shop 
has given me access to customers I 
wouldn’t have been able to reach on my 
own. Managing your own retail space 
can be so cost prohibitive. Renting in 
a collective is the perfect solution for a 
small business owner.” 

Ready to try it? In the next issue, we’ll 
look at ways to set up jewelry-selling 
displays, from developing a theme to 
finding inexpensive materials and 
sources for signage. ^

(see Basics, p. 58). Make 
18 pearl units: three each in 
colors A, B, C, D, E, and F. 


2 Follow step 1 
to make 18 
crystal units, six 
each in colors A, 
B, and C. Cut a 
7V2-in. (19.1 cm) 
piece of chain. 


3 Attach a color A pearl 
unit to an end link of 
chain and complete the 
wraps. On the next five 
links, attach pearl units 
in colors B through F. 
Complete the wraps as 
you go. Repeat the pattern 
until the bracelet is the 
desired length. 



4 Starting with an end link, attach a 
crystal unit to each link, in A-B-C 
order. Make sure to attach each unit to 
the same side of each link. Complete 
the wraps as you go. Repeat the 
pattern until you’ve attached a crystal 
unit to each link that has a pearl unit. 



5 Add or remove links if necessary, 
cutting them with heavy-duty wire 
cutters or opening them as you would 
a jump ring (Basics). On one end, use 
a jump ring to attach an end link and 
a lobster claw clasp. ^

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Cutting flexible beading wire 

1 Decide how long you want your necklace 
or bracelet to be. Add 6 in. (15 cm) and cut 
a piece of beading wire to that length. 

Flattened crimp 

2 Hold the crimp bead with the tip of your 
chainnose pliers. Separate the wires and 
squeeze the pliers firmly to flatten the crimp 
bead. Tug the clasp to make sure the crimp 
has a solid grip on the wire. If the wire 
slides, remove the crimp bead and repeat 
with a new crimp bead. 

3 The flattened crimp. 

Folded crimp 

4 Position the crimp bead in the notch 
closest to the crimping pliers’ handle. 

5 Separate the wires and firmly squeeze 
the crimp bead. 

6 Move the crimp bead into the notch at 
the pliers’ tip. Squeeze the pliers, folding 
the bead in half at the indentation. 

7 The folded crimp. 

Opening a jump ring or loop 

8 Hold the jump ring or loop with two pairs 
of chainnose or bentnose pliers. 

9 To open the jump ring or loop, bring one 
pair of pliers toward you. 

10 The open jump ring. Reverse the steps 
to close. 

Attaching a clasp 

11 For a two-piece clasp, on each end, 
string: spacer, crimp bead, spacer. Wire 
Guardian (optional), half of a clasp. 

Check the fit, and add or remove beads 
if necessary. Go back through the beads 
just strung and tighten the wire. Crimp 
the crimp bead and trim the excess wire. 

12 Or, follow step 11 to attach a lobster 
claw clasp on one end and a soldered 
jump ring or chain extender on the other. 

Square knot 

13 Cross the left end over and under the 
right end. 

14 Cross the right end over and under the 
left end. Pull both ends to tighten the knot.

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Surgeon’s knot 

15 Cross the right end over the left and go 
through the loop. Go through again. Cross 
the left end over the right and go through. 
Pull the ends to tighten the knot. 

Overhand knot 

16 Make a loop and pass the working end 
through it. Pull the ends to tighten the knot. 

Plain loop 

17 Trim the wire Vs in. (1 cm) above the 
bead. Make a right-angle bend close 
to the bead. 

18 Grasp the wire’s tip with roundnose 
pliers. Roll the wire to form a half circle. 

19 Reposition the pliers in the loop and 
continue rolling, forming a centered circle 
above the bead. 

20 The finished loop. 

Wrapped loop 

21 Make sure there is at least VA in. 

(3.2 cm) of wire above the bead. With the 
tip of your chainnose pliers, grasp the wire 
directly above the bead. Bend the 

wire (above the pliers) into a right angle. 

22 Position the jaws of your roundnose 
pliers vertically in the bend. 

23 Bring the wire over the pliers’ top jaw. 

24 Reposition the pliers’ lower jaw snugly 
in the curved wire. Wrap the wire down 
and around the bottom of the pliers. This 
is the first half of a wrapped loop. 

25 Grasp the loop with chainnose pliers. 

26 Wrap the wire tail around the wire stem, 
covering the stem between the loop and 
the bead. Trim the excess wrapping wire, 
and press the end close to the stem with 
chainnose or crimping pliers. 

Making a set of wraps 
above a top-drilled bead 

27 Center a top-drilled bead on a 3-in. 

(7.6 cm) piece of wire. Bend each end 
upward, crossing the wires into an X. 

28 Using chainnose pliers, make a small 
bend in each wire to form a right angle. 

29 Wrap the horizontal wire around the 
vertical wire as in a wrapped loop. Trim 
the excess wrapping wire. 

Split ring 

30 Proper position of split-ring pliers. ^

Stylish versatility 

I don't see my jewelry as fitting just one particular style. 
You might call it boho chic or contemporary — I aim 
for versatility. My jewelry is casual enough for everyday 
wear with a tee or tank, but can also be breathtaking as 
evening wear. In the fall and winter, these pendants look 
fabulous layered with sweaters. The combination of 
earthy and man-made components creates an enduring 
aesthetic and an unforgettable statement — flirty and a 
bit daring in size and color story, but always refined. 


About me 

My husband and I have a small 
acreage nestled in the rolling hills 
of the Washington Palouse. We're 
surrounded by thousands of acres of 
wheat and alfalfa fields. Our homestead 
has an abundance of trees, so we’re gifted 
with rich wildlife: deer, badgers, porcupines, 
owls, raccoons, and quail. Inside, our home is ruled 
by six felines, all rescues, who bless the house with their 
constant zooming and pitter-patter. 


My jewelry-making start 

Growing up, our family spent time together rockhounding. 
We took frequent trips to our favorite spot in the Cascade 
Mountains and amassed a large collection of quartz 
crystals and other wonderful finds. I’ve also forever had 
a fascination with rhinestones and glass crystals and have 
used them for many years to create a variety of treasures. 
It seemed a natural progression for me to combine 
druzies, rhinestones, and crystals in jewelry. 


Once I’ve selected the stones, 

I blend clay to form a base. The 
next step is to set the druzy and 
meticulously place the rhinestones. 

I remove excess clay, add a bail, and 
do the final shaping of the pendant. 
The last step is a dusting of gold or silver 
glitter. Each piece ends up being its own 
little masterpiece. 


From earthy to embellished 

I love the challenge of selecting a druzy, then finding 
just the right rhinestones to bring out its unique beauty. 
My jewelry starts with natural druzies that have been 
color enhanced; I tend to favor earthy jewel tones. Almost 
immediately my mind has color-combination ideas. Then 
comes the man-made sparkle of vintage rhinestones 
set in cup chain that has either been oxidized or left as 
raw brass. I’m always on the hunt, searching for retired 
and vintage findings to add to my ever-growing collection. 


My advice for beginning jewelry makers 

Go for it! Be you, be unique, and follow your passion and 
inspiration. My inspiration comes from a myriad of places; 
it could be from a historical novel or a movie. Sometimes 
while strolling through our pasture or tending the flower 
beds and vegetable garden. I'm suddenly enthralled by 
a mingling of colors and feel beckoned to create a new 
jewelry piece or series. Don't be afraid to experiment and 
incorporate the unexpected. Let your imagination soar! ^
